Industria I Program 
Our Essential Need 


An Editorial 


(Second of a series) 


There should be no illusions about the need of 
the bold, imaginative and energetic industrial devel­ 
opment program to which business, industry, labor 
and community leaders of Bucks county have com­ 
mitted themselves. 


Nor should there be any illusions about the 
need of every business, every industry, every labor 
segment, every community interest assuming full 
responsibility for the $1,250,000 fund immediately 
essential to get this exciting industrial development 
show on the road. 


This movement is no impulsive experiment in 
economics or a flamboyant promotional extrava­ 
ganza. Rather, it is the product of a year of s$udy 
and deliberation among public-spirited Bucks coun- 
tians backed up by the experience of similar pro­ 
grams throughout the state of Pennsylvania and 
throughout the country. 


Nor is the $1,250,000 fund an arbitrary figure 
arrived at by guess and by prayer. Rather, this goal 
was determined by analysis 
and evaluation and 
broad understanding of the magnitude of the job 
to be done. 


Bucks county is in trouble economically. 


If the current recessional pressures were lifted 
tomorrow, Bucks county would still be in trouble 
economically. 


In the past seven years nearly 160,000 new 
people have moved into the region. 
In the past seven years some 35,000 new homes 
have been built. 


In the past seven years the number of our com­ 
mercial establishments— business and service enter­ 
prises of every description— have more than trebled. 


But in the past seven years the great industrial 
expansion we anticipated as a natural consequence 
of the population and business boom has failed to 
materialize. 


The results have been all too painfully obvious. 


For example, we now have an army of nearly 
9,000 people searching for jobs, in addition to those 
many thousands commuting long distances to em­ 
ployment who would welcome job opportunity near 
their homes. 


For example, Bucks county’s position as a great 
retail trade arca is being seriously jeopardized 
through lack of sufficient payrolls to support our 
growing business communities. 


With an effective buying income of nearly 
$500,000,000, the some 300,000 people of Bucks 
county last year spent $260,271,000 with our vari­ 
ous commercial and service establishments. It isn’t 
difficult to understand that as unemployment in­ 
creases and earning power decreases this $260,271,- 
000 figure is in grave danger. 


I or still another example the tax burden in 
virtually every section of the county is becoming in­ 
creasingly heavy and because of necessary expan­ 
sion of governmental and educational services this 
tax load will continue to become larger. 


Thus, with amazing clarity may it be seen how 
necessary, how urgent, how essential is the broad 
program of industrial development and expansion 
as a prime stablizing and security element in our 
over-all economy. 


In brief, such a program must translate itself 
into terms of jobs, payrolls, increasing purchasing 
power, better business conditions, more equalized 
distribution of the tax load. 


There must be no delay in inauguration of the 
program. 


The sooner it is 
activated the sooner will 
those communities of Bucks county lending them­ 
selves to a great variety of new industry begin 
enjoying the benefits; the sooner will our jobless 
army be decimated; the sooner will all of us be on 
the highway of economic stability and security we 
must have.
